HEMEROCALLIS (day lilies) are extremely hardy, does well in any type soil, in shade 
(not dense) or full sun. The new hybrids, with their prolonged blooming season have 
their place in all well appointed gardens. They have no off seasons, never too wet 
or dry, neglect does not Prevent blooming. An ideal plant for those with limited 
garden work hours, 

Many have two blooming periods, others bloom continuously all summer. They are 
truly most colorful , yellow from palest yellow to deep orange, bright red to deep 
mahogany, maroon to black, others with combinations of pink, rose, purple, pastels 
and bicolors, 

Ve cross polinate our higher price plants in view of producing new shades and 
markings. Our seed surplus can be had @ $2.00 a hundred. 1 year seedling plants 
$2.50 pr doz, 2 year @ $3.50, A color range of unlabeled blooming size plants 
$5.00 dozen,
